ing our ancestors ‘and we who followed them 
could have learned what a man can learn now.

Man, 1 can remember the way 
we'd have log rollings, clearing the land, burn- 
ing the timber. We’d clear new ground every 
year when the top soil was gone from the old 
land.” 

When Homer Alexander got his present farm 
12 years ago the farmer who'd been on it had 
moved off because of a foreclosure. He couldn't 
make a living on it, the land was so worn out 
with cotton cropping and erosion. There was 
a two-room house with a lean-to on it. 

There were gullies on it a man couldn’t get 
across. . 

He borrowed the money to make a payment 
and get-some mules. 

It‘-seemed almost incredible, sitting there, to 
look at the farm and its pleasant fields; its wav- 
ing grain and green corn, - to that once 
it had been worn out and raw with red, ugly 
gullies. The house; too, was neat and pretty 
and you could see it had had a lot of love given 
it. The shrubs and flowers set it off well. 

Here’ was a very human story, of people 
who had conquered the land; who had taken a 
wornout, gullied farm and by work and faith 
made it over into a. good piece of land, produc- 
tive and responsive to good treatment.

heroes are not those who are

He put 
in crimson clover and. sorghum 
eane, And he limed it. | 

Last year that field, of four, 
acres, produced 40 bushels of oats | 
to the acre and he followed it with | 
wheat and got 30 bushels per acre. | 
This year there is corn on it, Ten-| 
nessee 10, and I believe it will 
make 40 bushels if the drouth 
doesn’t hurt it.

Since moving theer and rebuild- 
ing the land and remodeling the! 
house, Homer Alexander has spent 
$1,000 on the house and $3,000 on) 
buildings and new equipment. He) 
has a tractor this year. ‘But he| 
kept back a mule. “I was afraid,” 
he said, “something would happen 
to make me wish I had a mule.” 

He and his good wife, who hasn’t 
been well, but who has carried her 
share of the job just the same, 
managed it by the simple rule of: 

“Doing without — but having 
enough.” 

It is a story one likes all the 
more because this is the second 
farm they have ‘bought and paid 
for. The other was’ when they 
were young and just married. 
They paid for it and branched out 
just in time to hit the panic of the 
early 20’s and to lose it in the 30’s. 

It is a small farm, of 35 acres. 
Twenty-nine are in cultivation, It 
has been a truck farm and still is, 
although the demands of truck 
erops are getting heavy on him— 
and he is not as young as /he was. 
So, he is turning a bit more to 
grain. | 

He tried cotton for the first 
seven years, but that got discour- 
aging. He began to “try this and 
that” and pretty soon was truck 
farming. 

This year there are seven acres 
in oats and four in wheat: He 
feeds that to his mule and the 
chickens. The mule has had it 
easy with the tractor there. He 
has plowed the: garden just once. 
“I guess I'll keep him, just to lend 
to my neighbors.” 

The main truck crops are sweet 
potatoes, two and a half acres, an 
acre, ard a half of peppers and 
some garden truck. There are 11 
acres of grain and 12 of corn. It 
is the Tennessee 10 hybrid corn, 
which has prove’ itself the best 
suited for most of Georgia. Our 
own experiment station corn is 
showing good results and should 
be. ready within another year or 
two. 

On 35 acres you put as many 
as possible to work, and you add 
other sources The Alexanders 
have two sons. Julian is the 
farmer. His 65 acres are nearby. 
He was a 4-H Club boy with a 
chicken project and has continued 
it. He and his father are really 
partners in the whole operation 
and I could tell it was a joy to 
the father that his son was a 
farmer. So, they have chickens, 
together, for food, eggs and to pro- 
vide some for sale. | 

“We-try to have a little income | 
every week.” is 

That is a good slogan, requiring | 
planning and work, 

There is a potato curing house 
on the place, which is for use by 
the neighbors. They cure about 
3,000 bushels a year and it is in 
- use the year round. There are 

plants to sell, about $600 or $700 
' @ year. They raise a litter of pigs 
and sell a few. | 

There is no hired help. 

You have to learn that “putting 
enough fertilizer on two acres will 
produce more than just cultivating 
four.” | 

You have to learn all the meth-| 
ods of soil conservation, use of le-| 
gumes, lime and the necessity ‘of 
fertilizing pasture. | 

Looking at the lend Homer Alex- | 
ander wishes the old-timers had 
known what it meant to care for 
land. He and other farmers .like 
him, who de a good job, know that 
there are hundreds of others yet 
who stubbornly refuse to join soil, 
conservation districts; who don’t 
think much of ing the County 
agent for advice. 

But in considering the men and 
women who have done a rea] job 
of building a better Georgia, you 
can’t overlook people like Mr. and 
Mrs. Homer Alexander, just two 
more o fa cross section of Carroll 
County farmers who have “dug it 
out of tre dirt” by their own faith 
and work.

WASHINGTON—The glum resignation of the leading Democrats has to be séen to be believed. In 
the happy isolation of the White House, President Truman is reported .to retain his usual chirpy 
optimism. Something, he tells his callers, will turn up, and then dwells lovingly on the series of 


‘unlikely chances by which he reached his present eminence. 


But the Republican ticket of Dewey and 


Warren has plunged the Democratic Party bosses, their labor allies, the Democratic leaders in Congress 


and even some among the President’s personal adv 


The truth is that Democratic leadership had 
been prepared for Dewey or the equivalent. But 
they had always supposed that if a modern- 
minded Republican headed the ticket, he would 
be balanced by ‘someone like.

Nine Days in the Wilderness 


CHICAGO—Back among the haunts of men after nine days in the Canadian 
lakes and forests, it occurs to me that the title of this piece should be “The 
Backlash Boys in the Wilderness,” or “Shhhh. I thought I Heard a Bear.” We 
jumped off last Friday afternoon a week ago, from Basswood Lake, a stretch

who had never even seen a canoe at close range. 

We had eight packs, weighing 70-odd pounds 
apiece, containing two tents, air mattresses, 
sleeping bags, and food, consisting mainly of 
dried beans, pancake flour and two mammoth 
hunks of bacon. : : 

The manner of progress in the Canadian 
wilderness is roughly this. You load down your 
canoe until the gunnels are awash and you pag- 
die, without breaking your stroke, for 10 miles 
or so, deriving what pleasure you can from the 
sight of blue water, tree-lined shores, the flight 
ef ducks and the calling of loons. You hear 
ahead of you the roar of rapids through the 
narrows between the lakes and you poini the 
nose of your canoe toward shore where @ rocky 
ledge crops out. You ground it as quietly as pos- 
sible, stand up in the bow of the canoe, and 
step toward dry land. 


The canoe, which up to this time has 
moved loggily and with sullenness, sudden- 
ly darts for the middle of the lake again, 
earrying with it your right foot. You fall 
on your face in the water. You then wade 
out and retrieve the canee which lies just 
beyond reach, bobbing about on the little 
wavelets mockingly, lead it ashore like a 
horse being led out of a stall and drag 
it upon land until it rests steadily. 


With one foot in/ the water and the other on 
a slippery rock, you lift out the 70-pound pack- 
sacks, swihg two of them to your shoulders, 
and set off into the brush. You walk anywhere 
from a few yards to a mile carrying the pack- 
sacks and wearing a flock of mosquitoes on 
your jowls like an Amishman’s beard. Then you 
come to another stretch of water. Here you 
put down the packsacks. You then go back 
and get the canoe, hoist it over your head and 
trudge with it to where the packsacks wait. You 
then load it up again, climb in, fall out, swear, 
climb in agair, pick up the paddle and flog the 
waters furiously for another five miles or so, 
where you repeat the whole process.

Out on the lake a 
loon calls; far off across the hills a tim- 
ber wolf howls, and in a marshy bay a 
doe and her fawn come down to drink, 
bathed in the last rays of golden sunlight. 


Bass jump for mayflies in’ the shallows and 
far off a beaver whacks the water with his 
tail with a sound like a pistol shot. Shadows 
creep from the woods at your back, and every 
rustle of a chipmunk sounds clearly in the 
silence. ° 

It is a good time of day in the v’oods, and 
when it comes, you forget the aching muscles 
strained by the pack-straps, the hands sore and 
tender from the long day’s paddling. As deep 
dark falls and a slow moon riscs you roll into 
your sleeping bag and lie there a moment, lis- 
tening -to every rustle in the woods and won- 
dering if it might be a bear, and not caring 
much if it is. Great peace steals over you, and 
a tranquillity that most men never know, for 
it cannot be found in cities.

division of the Pendergast gang. The respectable partisans of the Jesse James gang were not even 


remotely concerned in its operations. 


Gen. Jo Shelby, a snorting old Confederate cavalry soldier, said the James brothers, Jesse and 
Frank, were members of Quantrill’s guerrillas, who reported to him in 1863, at Prairie Grove, Mo., 
that they had taken part in a counterattack which rescued Gen. Shelby when he was captured. There- 
fore, years afterward, he would volunteer no information “to officers hunting ‘these now notorious 


outlaws.” 


There wert many others of similar feeling -° 


who had no connection with the James gang. 

President Truman was a Missouri boy from a 
section, the Southwest, which was still bloody 
ground when he was born and isn’t exactly effete 
today. He was born only two years after the 
James gang was broken up by Gov. Thomas Theo- 
dore Crittenden, who had been a colonel in the 
Union army. 

Missouri had become known as the Robber 
State. The Jameses were impartial terrorists, 

kiHing wantonly and indiscriminately, the un- 

wary and unarmed as well as victims on guard. 

Some accounts of the Centralia battle said 
Jesse and Frank reloaded pistols for Bill Ander- 
son, their company commander in the Quantrill 
outfit, while he shot dead 32 unarmed, sick Union 
soldiers going to a hospital. 


In 1897, Walter Williams, later to become 
dean of the Missouri School of Journalism, 
wrote a fine story of Frank James’ return to 
the Centralia battleground outside town. 
Frank said he and Jesse did not go into town 
with Anderson to waylay the train on which 
the sick men were trapped but did fight in 
the slaughter of a Union battalion in fair 
battle in the field. 


Harry Truman, as Senator, openly tried to 
protect the criminals of the Pendergast gang 
from justice and pardoned many who were jailed 
despite his help. His hero was no dashing horse- 
man but a repulsive old ignoramus with the soul 
of a dive-keeper. 

When Truman was Vice President, he flew in 
a big Army plane, to which he had no right, to 
Pendergast’s funeral. 

There.is no temptation to yield to the argu- 
ment that outrages against their mother and their 
stepfather, Dr. Reuben Samuels, justified the 
criminal career of Jesse and Frank. Union sol- 
diers weré reported to have strung up Dr. Sam- 
uels in a raid on the Samuels home near Liberty, 
Clay County, Missouri. Mrs. Samuels was said 
to have cut him down just in time, as though 
the Feds would have been likely to leave the 
work incomplete.

Incidentaily, | am taking my information out 
of my copy of the Crittenden Memoirs, pleas- 
antly inscribed to me in 1943 by the author, H. H. 
Crittenden, of Kansas City. It contains many 
contemporaneous newspaper accounts. written 
with a professional grace that excels our best 
today. — : 

A Kansas City dispatch to.the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat on April 3, 1882, says that the first hus- 
band of Mrs. Samuels, the father of the boys, 
was the Rev. Robert J. James, an eloquent Bap- 
tist minister and a founder of William Jewell 
College at Liberty. 

“It has become a tradition,” said the Globe- 
Democrat’s story, “that he was driven from home 
by his wife’ and went to California in 1849. 
Mrs. Samuels “gave unbridled license to her 
tongue in advertising her sympathies for the 
South” and thus needled Union troops at Kearney 
and other towns nearby. That provocation in- 
vited informal visits by the Union troops. They 
grabbed the old lady and locked her up in the St. 
Joseph jail for several months. Years later, 
about 1878, wren Jesse and Frank were outlaws, 
an agency detective, trying to make the pinch or 
obliterate the gang for the railroads and express 
companies, tossed a grenade into the old lady’s 
home and blew off one of her arms. 

So, without sympathizing with the James boys, 
it can be conceded that blood had been drawn 
on both sides 

They had their sympathizers, and little boys 
of Harry Truman’s time did regard them as 
heroes. 

However, there was no shadow of any such 
excuse for Johnny Lazia and an underworld 
army, of criminal] vermin in the auxiliary of the 
Pendergast gang in Kansas City. They were 
sedentary. vicious, habitual] criminals, kidnapers, 
sluggers and extortionists.

While servile adherence to the 
broad general principles laid
